Romney to head 
citizens group 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Secretary 


George Romney announced today he 
will leave the Department of Housing 
and Urban Development as soon as his 
successor is confirmed by Congress. 


Romney said he plans to create a 


coalition of concerned citizens which 
will define what he called life and death 
issues. 


Romney released, at a news con- 


ference, his letter of resignation to 
President Nixon and the White House 
response in accepting it. 


In a "Dear George" letter, Nixon said 


Romney's resignation is a "source of 
special regret to me, even though we 
have discussed your desire to leave the 
Cabinet for several months." 


Nixon said that Romney had "con- 


tributed enormously not only of your 
time and energies, but also of that 
profound concern for the public good 
that has been the mark of your life and 
your career." 


At the news conference, Romney gave 


scant detail of his future, saying that he 
would hold more meetings with the 
press as HUD secretary and would 
announce the details of the proposed 
citizens organization when he had 
resolved them in his own mind. 


"There is the possibility of building on 


the basis of existing organizations," 
Romney said in a statement. "To the 
extent possible I will resolve the al- 
ternatives now available as I complete 
my present assignment." 


Romney, 56, a former Michigan 


governor, came to prominence in the 
business world as head of American 
Motors. 


He said in his statement there is a 


growing need for adequate citizen 
participation in the national decision 
process. 


During the past nine months, Romney 


has expressed in speeches his desire to 


lead a concerned citizens organization, 
giving rise to speculation that it would 
be a Republican "Common Cause," 
comparable to the citizens lobby headed 
by John Gardner. 


But Romney said in his statement: 
"What I will organize is not a 


'Republican Common Cause.' It will not 
be a partisan effort or just a lobbying 
effort. However, it could help make 
efforts like Common Cause more effec- 
tive." 


Romney refused to discuss who might 


succeed him in the Cabinet. 


He came to the Nixon administration 


in the President's original Cabinet four 
years ago. 


Other Nixon Cabinet members who 


have departed: Winton M. Blount, Post 
Office Department; Walter J. Hickel, 
Interior; Robert H. Finch, 
Health, 


Education and Welfare; George P. 
Shultz, Labor; Maurice H. Stans, 
Commerce; David Kennedy and John B. 
Connally, Treasury; John N. Mitchell, 
Justice. Secretary of Defense Melvin R. 
Laird has also announced he plans to 
leave. 


Romney's relations with the White 


House have not been as good as some 
others in the Cabinet although Romney 
said today he had had five meetings with 
the President during the past year, at 
four of which the formation of his 
citizens group was discussed. 


One rift between Romney and the 


White House came out into the open last 
August in the aftermath of tropical 
storm Agnes in which Romney was di- 
rected to go to Wilkes-Barre, Pa., to 
take personal charge of a flood relief 
program and report in writing to the 
President. 


The memorandum was released to the 


White House press before Romney 
received a copy or was even advised of 
its existence. 


WASHINGTON (AP) — U.S. senators 


receive wallet-size copies of their elec- 
trocardiograms, free ice, and speech- 
writing services from the Library of 
Congress. 


They also are entitled to use plants 


from the Botanic Gardens for their 
offices, or reproductions of paintings 
and prints from the National Gallery of 
Art. 


These are just a few samplings from a 


list of "allowances, emoluments and 
privileges" available to U.S. senators 
and published in a new Congressional 
Handbook. 


The 204-page handbook was prepared 


by the Joint Committee on Congres- 
sional Operations. There is a companion 
volume for House members.

automatically receive $45,000 in group 
life insurance coverage at a monthly 
cost of $26.82. The amount is based on 
their salaries of $42,500 a year. 


A senator's allowance for staff help, 


and the size of his office suite, depends 
on how populous a state he represents. 


Senators from states with a populat- 


ion of over 17 million— California and 
New York—are allowed $558,145 a year 
for staff costs. Senators from states with 
a population of three million or less 
receive $311,577. 


Similarly, seven-room office suites 


are assigned to senators from states 
with over 12 million people (California 
and New York), six-room suites to 
senators from states with populations of 


Texas, Michigan, Ohio and New Jersey), 
and five-room suites to senators from 
states with less than seven million. 


Choice of suites is on the basis of 


seniority. 


All offices are furnished. Each senator 


also is entitled to three small plants a 
month or one large plant every two 
weeks from the Botanic Gardens." 


"Diseased or dead plants will be 


replaced on request," the handbook 
says. 


Senators receive allowances for stat- 


ionery, postage, telephone and 
telegraph, travel and offices in home 
states. These also are based on state 
population and, in the case of travel, on 
the distance between a senator's state 


Senators are given congressional 


license tags and have virtually unres- 
tricted parking privileges in Washing- 
ton. 


The handbook offers advice on how 


to keep office files and write to 
government officials. It even tells the 
location of gymnasiums in the Senate 
office buildings. 


To have the Library of Congress 


prepare a speech, the senator need only 
provide such information as what 
viewpoint he wants expressed, desired 
length of the speech, and the occasion 
for giving the speech. 


But there is a limit. The handbook 


cautions. "Term papers, master's 
theses, and other research requests of 
constituents cannot be Dreoared." it 
says. 
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Kissinger, 
Nixon meet 


CAMP DAVID, Md. (AP) —President 


Nixon scheduled his third meeting in as 
many days with Henry A. Kissinger 
today, possibly as a prelude to a show- 
down with the South Vietnamese on 
terms of a proposed Vietnam ceasefire. 


Nixon, who flew to his Maryland 


mountain retreat here Sunday night 
after spending the weekend in New 
York City, arranged to confer during 
the afternoon with Kissinger, his chief 
negotiator to the secret Vietnam peace 
talks in Paris. 


The meetings came amid speculation 


by administration sources that an in- 
terruption in the Paris peace talks may 
mean the United States has decided to 
tell South Vietnam that no more con- 
cessions can be won from North Viet- 
nam in a ceasefire agreement. 


Meanwhile, North Vietnam's official 


newspaper said hopes for peace have 
begun to dim following what it called an 
about-face by the United States 
and "insolent demands" by President 
Nguyen Van Thieu of South Vietnam. 


In a broadcast monitored in Tokyo 


today, the Vietnam News Agency 
quoted an editorial in the newspaper 
Nhan Dan as saying: 


"The about-face of the American side, 


which refuses to sign the already- 
agreed-upon accord on the date fixed, 
and the insolent demands of the puppet, 
Nguyen Van Thieu, echoed frenziedly 
by officials in Washington and the 
American press, little by little dissipate, 
even before the ink is dry,' the silh ouette 
of peace' which many American jour- 
nalists have sketched." 


In Saigon, U.S. Ambassador Ells- 


worth Bunker met with Thieu for 10 
minutes today, but there was no an- 
nouncement of what was discussed. 
One source said Bunker may have 
delivered a private message from Nixon 
to Thieu. 


Thieu's senior foreign policy adviser, 


Nguyen Phu Due, was expected to 
arrive in Washington from Paris today 
or Tuesday. The White House said over 
the weekend that Nixon had agreed to a 
request from Thieu to receive Due for 
discussions of the ceasefire negotiations 
in Paris. 


Administration officials had said as 


late as Friday that Nixon would not 
meet Due, and the apparent change of 
mind was regarded by other sources as. 
significant. 


"Putting this altogether," one official 


said, "it could very well mean Nixon nas 
decided it is time to tell the score" to the 
South Vietnamese. 


The President met with Kissinger 


twice while in New York—for an hour 
late Saturday night, after Kissinger 
returned from Paris, and again for an 
hour Sunday morning. 


Some observers suspected that a 


decision by Le Due Tho, Hanoi's chief 
negotiator, to remain in Paris while 
Kissinger returned here for consultat- 
ions indicated the main negotiating 
problem is between the United States 
and Saigon. 


Administration sources said that if 


the talks between Kissinger and Tho 
had reached an insurmountable barrier, 
the negotiations would have been 
broken off indefinitely as in the past, 
rather than being rescheduled for Dec. 
4.

When the mayor was stricken, Mrs 


Tilleman summoned aid, but the mayor 
died before help arrived. 


The New York medical examiners' 


office confirmed the cause of death. 


Rose and Yuenger will accompany 


Mrs. Tilleman home, expecting to 
arrive about 8 p.m.

Tilleman is survived by his wife, 


three daughters, and an older brother, 
Moms, city sealer. The mayor had no 
known history of heart trouble 


Tilleman was elected to a two-year 


term in 1965, defeating incumbent

Demssen. 
Tilleman 
had 


challenged Demssen in 1963, but lost. 


In 1967, after the mayor's term was 


changed to four years, he defeated 
Demssen for a second time. He won a 
third term (second four-year term) in 
the spring of 1971, defeating business- 
man Thomas Atkinson 


FT. BENNING, Ga. (AP) — Three 


Army clemency and parole officers 
spent nearly two hours today with Lt. 
William L. Calley Jr., sentenced to 20 
years for the deaths of 22 Vietnamese 
civilians at My Lai, then left without 
giving any indication of what the soldier 
told them. 


The officers made no statement after 


leaving Galley's redbrick apartment. 
The 29-year-old lieutenant has been 
under house arrest in his apartment on 
this infantry post since April 1, 1971. 


The officers were accompanied to the 


apartment by Maj. John Wiley, con- 
finement officer at Ft. Benning. 


The hearing was closed to both 


Galley's lawyers and to newsmen. 


George W Latimer, Galley's lawyer, 


said in a telephone interview from his 
home in Salt Lake Citv that the 


clemency and parole officers would 
"interview him, ask him questions." 


"He can state anything he wants," 


Latimer said. "I've advised him to be 
prepared to make the best showing he 
can. Surely he will make a plea." 


The rusty-haired former platoon 


leader received a life sentence, but that 
term later was reduced to 20 years. 


Of 25 men once accused and six who 


stood trial in connection with the My 
Lai massacre, only the 29-year-old 
Calley was convicted of criminal res- 
ponsibility for civilian deaths during an 
American infantry sweep through the 
South Vietnamese hamlet. 


The clemency and parole officers flew 


here Sunday from Ft. Leavenworth, 
Kan , site of the Army's disciplinary 
barracks. They are Lt. Col. Harvey C 
Johnson, Capt James E. Brawner and 
Capt. Ray V. Smith. 


Not even Galley's lawyers, who 


requested the speed-up of the clemency 
process, are allowed to attend the 
private hearing 


Mayor Donald Tilleman 


Borman said to be on Argentine ranch 


NEW YORK (AP) - Martin Bor- 


mann, Adolf Hitler's deputy, lives on a 
vast Krupp ranch in northern Argentina 
where he was traced by that South 
American country's central intelligence 
agency, the Daily Express of London 
reported today. 


The copyrighted story, by spy expert 


Ladislas Farago in collaboration with 
former Express foreign editor Stewart 
Steven, was distributed by the Chicago 
Tribune-New York Daily News syn- 
dicate in the United States." 


Pictures of a heavy-set, balding man 


were published with the story. The 
newspaper said that Argentine in- 
telligence agent Jose Velasco identified 
ttve man as Bormanfi, although he was 
traveling with a passport made out to 


Ricardo Bauer. 


The pictures were taken when 


Velasco questioned the man at Check- 
point Mendoze near the Chilean border 
last Oct. 5, the newspaper said. It quoted 
Velasco as saying that he was sorry he 
had not arrested the man on his own 
initiative. 


In Buenos Aires today, a spokesman 


for the federal police said there is no 
evidence now that Bormanri is in Ar- 
gentina, but added that the police are 
checking the reports. 


In Bonn, Germany, <\ spokesman for 


the Justice Ministry expressed "ex- 
treme reservations" about the reports. 
He said, however, that if Bormann 
shouy ever be discovered alive and 
positively identified, the Bonn govern- 


ment would examine the possibility of 
demanding his extradition. 


Farago and Steven said in their story 


that, in the last few weeks, Bormann 
had been traced to the Rancho Grande, 
a huge estate owned by Arndt von 
Bohlen-Halbach of the West German 
Krupp family, in the Province of Saita. 


"We have at this moment incon- 


trovertible evidence that Bormann 
himself is there," they quoted Velasco as 
saying. But they reported that Velasco 
had ruled out any attempt to capture the 
wanted war criminal at the ranch 
because he would "easily escape long 
before we could reach his present 
hideout." 
VThe authors said Argentine Secret 
Service documents showed Bormann 


had lived in various South American 
countries under a number of names 
since 1948. Through investment of 
smuggled Nazi wealth, they said, he had 
become "an important factor in the 
economic life of South America." 


In Vienna today, Simon Wiesenthal, 


the head of the Jewish documentation 
center, said he was "very very sceptical" 
the man described in the Daily Express 
article would turn out to be Bormann 


Bormann would never turn into a 


businessman and thus willingly invite 
security nsks, Wiesenthal said. Know- 
ing that "millions 01" dollars" were 
brought into South America, Bormann 
"would have no necessity to earn his 
livelihood as a busmessma-n," he 
explained. 


Wiesenthal said the matter could be 


cleared within 40 hours if the person 
supplying the paper with the informat- 
ion also forwarded the alleged Bor- 
mann's fingerprints. 


Farago and Steven said in their article 


that Bormann never touches anything 
with bare hands and puts on a pair of 
plastic gloves even when drinking a 
glass of beer in his favorite beer garden. 


They said Bormann had traveled 


widely in South America, spending time 
at the chicken ranch in southern Chile 
of Walter R a u f f , credited w i t h 
originating the Nazi regime's gas 
chambers, and in Paraguay in the com- 


pany of Dr. Joseph Mengele, a not onou$ 


Nazi concentration-camp doctor.

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Cosmic rays to be aimed at mice

SPACE CENTER, Houston (AP) - 


Six mice about the size of a man's thum b 
will go to the moon with Apollo 17, but 
it won't be a happy trip for the small 
rodents. They'll travel steerage class all 
the way, with no view, no service and no 
future when they return. 


The animals, which roamed a 


California desert only a short while ago, 
are called pocket mice. 


They will travel to the moon and back 


in individual plastic cylinders sealed in 
an airtight aluminum box and stored in 
a closed compartment aboard Apollo 17. 
Their trip will be made in total darkness 
and scientists expect they'll spend most 
of the time sleeping. 


Although they'll never get a view of 


where thev've been, scientists hope the 
mice will contribute to man's future 
exploration of space. 


Dr. David Winter, director of Life 


Sciences at the Ames Research Center, 


said that during the trip the mice, along 
with the three astronauts aboard, will be 
bombarded by cosmic radiation from 
deep space. 


High energy particles will penetrate 


the spacecraft, the mice and the men 
once Apollo 17 soars above the Van 
Allen Belt which protects earth from 
such radiation. 


When the mice return, they will be 


sacrificed and scientists will spend 
months studying their pea-sized brains 
in a search for damage caused by the 
radiation. 


"This will give us a chance to see the 


effects of cosmic radiation on a 
biological species," says Winter. "Right 
now, we have no data points at all." 


Knowledge of how cosmic radiation 


can affect brain tissue will be vital when 
man one day begins to-explore distant 
planets which would require months of 
space travel to reach. 


Astronauts traveling between the 


earth and moon have reported seeing 
bursts of light and flashes when their

space cabin was dark. Scientist believe 
these ar caused by heavy radiation 
particles impacting either the visual 
centers of the brain or the retinas of 
their eyes. 


Spacemen orbiting the earth don't 


receive the same type of radiation 
because they are within the protection 
of the Van Allen belt. 


Moon missions are too short for the 


astronauts to be seriously affected by 
the cosmic rays, but scientists don't 
know what the effects would be of a 
longterm foight through deep space. 


And that's where the pocket mice are 


useful. 


By studying the rodents' small brains, 


Winter said, "It'll give us a clue" as to 
what those long term effects could be. 


Pocket mice are perfect candidates 


for the experiment, said Winter. They're 
common- Western American desert 
creatures which normally live without 
drinking water. They get all the liquids 
they need from the seeds they eat. 


They have brownish fur with flecks of 


white and weigh about a third of an 
ounce each. 


Ames scientists had a professional 


trapper capture about 40 of the mice to 


prepare for the experiment. From this 
group, the six space-mice will be 
selected. 


One or more of those selected could 


become the first female of any species to 
circle the moon, although the scientists 
say they'll never know for sure. 


"Laboratories which have used these 


mice say they can't tell one sex from 
another, although presumably the mice 
know," says Winter. "They have never 
been bred in captivity. You put two of 
them together and they'll kill each 
other." 


The animals will be placed in separate 


plastic cylinders along with the seeds 
they'll need for food. The cylinders then 
go into an aluminum box and the box is 
sealed airtight. In the box also will be a 
vial of potassium super oxide, a 
chemical which absorbs carbon dioxide 
and gives oil oxygen. 


Winter said he expects the mice to 


survive their moon trip in good health. 
Several trial runs have been made, 
including one in which the mice were 
placed in their box and tumbled in a 
machine for weeks. 


"They came out of it in good shape," 


said Winter. "They even gained some 
weight."

"We've 
already lost three agents in two 
months. They seem to know everything 
we're doing." 


"What about plantingHfe/oman on 


Kissinger? Maybe we could find out 
something that way." 


"It won't work," said the intelligence 


officer. "The last woman we tried to 
plant on him fell in love with him, 
defected and is now writing a book 
aifput him. She took all our pho- 
tographs of Kissinger." 


An assistant secretary asked, "Why 


can't we get someone in the White 
House to defect and come over to our 
side?"

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Geologists' sampling is threat 
billion-year-old rock formation 


MADISON, Wis. (AP) — Sample- 


hungry geology students are threaten- 
ing massive billion-year-old rock for- 
mations around Devils Lake State Park 
with their hammers, a geologist has 
warned. 


More than 20 per cent of the earth's 


five billion year existence is revealed in 
bluffs of the Baraboo Hills, and scien- 
tists and students have been studying 
the area for 120 years, Robert H.Dott Jr., 
University of Wisconsin-Madison 
sedimentologist, said. 


He said at present about 100 Midwest 


colleges and universities use the area for 
geology field trips each school year. 


"It is second nature for a geologist to 


break off a piece of rock, take sample 
evidence for his studies," he said. "But 
we have to change our way of thinking 
if the nation's geological monuments 
are going to be salvaged," Dott said. 


He estimated several tons of rock 


have been removed from the area for 
sample purposes over the years, and 
that hundreds of pounds are removed 
yearly from critical areas. 


"The irony of it—especially in the 


Baraboo Hills—4s that the structures we 
want our students to see are of such 
great scale that they are best seen in the 
total outcrop," he said. "They are too 
large to be illustrated by a handsized 
specimen."

Get expert guidance 
for hyperactive child 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: Please discuss 


hyperactivity in children. What are the 
symptoms a mother should look for? 
Can she do anything about it? 


I have heard these children are poor 


learners in school. Is this a reflection on 
their intelligence? Do they ever 
outgrow it? 


I have heard they can be controlled 


better with drugs. Is this the answer? 
Do they have to take the drugs the rest 
of their lives? Can a brother or sister 
become hyperactive? I am concerned 
about my 4-year-old son. — Mrs. J.B. 


The hyperactive, or hyperkinetic, 


child is one who has so much get-up- 
and-go that he just can't stay still. He 
always has to be doing something — 
and much of the time it has to be 
something different. 


When young they may break things 


or tear things apart just because it's 
something simple and different to do. 
But they're always buzzing. Too often 
this urge to be moving or doing can 
mean mischief (not necessarily or even 
usually malicious). 


Yes, the hyperactive child is a poor 


learner in school. It's because his at- 
tention span is short. Instead of con- 
centrating for 10 minutes on his reading 
or writing or arithmetic, he's in and out 
of his seat, wandering in the aisles, 
poking the youngsters next to him, 
talking, making noises. 


It's not because oflacR ot intelligence. 


It's a neurological fault — part of him 
hasn't grown up, neurologically 
speaking. He's slow to learn himself 
because of his rapidly shifting atten- 
tion, and he's a pain in the neck to 
everybody else who is bothered by his 
restlessness. 


Yes, they outgrow this as they 


approach adulthood, but that's a long 
time to wait. Their own learning has 
suffered and they've made pests of 
themselves to others and missed some 
Important points in making friends. 
; Yes, drugs are used to control 
hyperactivity, but not necessarily the 
drugs you think. Occasionally sedatives 
or tranquilizers may be helpful, but 
sometimes they just make the child 
more uncomfortable, plus perhaps 
drowsy and drugged into sitting still, if 
too much is used. 


Curiously, the opposite type of drug 


more often is useful — some of the 
so-called "pep pills," such as amphe- 
tamines, or the energizers, of which 
Ritalin is the prime example. 


For whatever unkown reasons, these 


drugs help the child moblize or focus 
his energies — help him focus his at- 
tention on whatever he is doing instead 
of having his attention bounce from 
one thing to another. 


It isn't a contagious condition. 


Nobody else can catch it. But con- 
trolling the hyperactive child until he 
has outgrown it means years of careful 
medication — enough to overcome tht 
trait, but not enough to hurt or let him 
become dependent on medications. 


If you have such a buzzing, atten- 


tion-switching child, by all means get 
expert guidance. Specialists in child 
psychiatry 
are ideal: 
counseling 


through one of the numerous Child 
Guidance Clinics is an excellent source 
of help. Many pediatricians are well 
skilled in this type of problem. 


Proper treatment can spell the 


difference between a child who grows 
up into a useful citizen and the child 
who, because his problem isn't recog- 
nized, 
is 
pushed 
aside 
as 
a 


"troublemaker."

I quote Dr. John P. Merrill, for 25 


years a professor at Harvard Medical 
School: "Dr. Newton's suggested 
material has not turned up any scien- 
tific documentation that lactation is 
possible in a woman who has not been 
pregnant. I did not research "Primative 
Culture, 1940" or "Experiments in 
Animals, 1934," since I do not believe 
they are pertinent. I noted that of the 10 
women mentioned by Dr. Newton he 
did not personally observe any one of 
them."

Supplemental feeding

This is called "supplemental feeding." 


A Miami doctor whose name ap- 


peared in the article said on the phone, 
"I personally witnessed a fluid coming 
out of the adoptive mother's breast." 
When asked if he was sure it was milk 
he replied, "I haven't gotten around to 
analyzing it." 


Dr. Cornelia Channing, well known 


endocrinologist and professor at the 
University of Pittsburgh Medical 
School, said: "I have seen no proof that 
an adoptive mother can breast-feed a 
child.

WASHINGTON - Remember when , 


tomatoes were red, juicy and inexpen- 
sive? 


If you are a backyard gardener, you 


don't need to remember far back. But if 
you must rely on store tomatoes, 
especially during the winter, such a 
treat may be only a dim memory. 


For many years, tomato buyers have 


tolerated declining quality and rising 
prices of tomatoes. For more than a 
year, four consumer groups have been 
trying without success — through peti- 


the U.S. Department of Agriculture to 
change its policies on tomatoes. 


They contend that the department's 


practice of limiting sizes of winter 
varieties is a deliberate attempt to favor 
Florida growers when Mexican grow- 
ers have riper tomatoes available for 
marketing in this country at substan- 
tially lower prices. 


In August, the USDA formally 


rejected the pleas of the consumer 
organizations. So they brought suit 
recently in the U.S. District Court for 
the district of Columbia. The groups are 
Consumers Union, Consumer Federa- 
tions of California and Illinois and the 
Consumer Association of D.C. 


The groups want the court to declare 


the USDA decision invalid and prevent 
the USDA from continuing the practice' 
until a hearing is held. 


The department imposes similar re- 


strictions on some 50 other food 
products for the purpose of controling 
prices to growers. Its system of 
"marketing orders" allows growers to 
virtually dictate the regulations. 


The four consumer groups contend 


that the system works against the 
interests of the general buying public 
and allows for no representation from 
consumer advocates anywhere in the 
process. 


One of their main complaints is that 


the Florida tomatoes are picked before 
they are ripe and then reddened with 
ethylene gas, resulting in inferior taste, 
low nutritional value and higher prices 
to buyers. Mexican tomatoes are not 
usually picked until a spot of red ap- 
pears on the tomato. 


In the court complaint, the consumer 


groups charge that the hearing 
examiner who heard arguments a year 
ago in Orlando, Fla., had refused to 
admit evidence bearing on the relative 
quality of green, gassed tomatoes as 
opposed to vine-ripened tomatoes. 


The complaint also says that the 


USDA policies fail to consider such 
things as the antitrust aspects and the 
administration's anti-inflation program 


as well as the added cost to buyers. 


The first formal opposition to the 


tomato orders came in 1970 when an 
importing firm filed suit to block them. 
An appeals court ruled that the USDA 
would have to hold a hearing on the 
matter. The consumer organizations 
presented evidence at the hearings in 
Orlando 


They cited data showing that tomato 


prices had increased about 45 per cent 
more than food prices in general in four 
years. 


Since that hearing, the USDA has 


ignored the protests. Last January, it 
issued an order 
restricting 
the 


minimum size of "mature green" 
tomatoes to 2 and 9-32 inches in 
diameter and the size of other tomatoes 
to 2 and 17-32 inches. The order was 
requested by Florida growers.

inches. A similar order was issued on 
Oct. 11 for this winter. As a result, many 
tomato connoisseurs may be switching 
to canned varieties which are normally 
redder, riper and more nutritious than 
gas-ripened Florida tomatoes.

MacStiofain

DUBLIN (AP) — IRA chieftain Sean 


MacStiofain is "very weak but in no 
immediate danger of death" as a result 
of his nine-day-old hunger and thirst 
strike, doctors treating him in a Dublin 
hospital said today. 


MacStiofain, who is fasting to protest 


his arrest by the Irish Republic, was 
given a six-month jail term Saturday for 
belonging to the outlawed Irisn 
Republican Army. His sentencing 
spawned a futile attempt to free him 
'Sunday night, gun battles in Belfast and 
-demonstrations in London. 


British troops said they shot 11 IRA 


men in heavy skirmishing in Belfast, the 
capital of Northern Ireland, and cap- 
tured three IRA officers, including a 
company commander and an explosives 
expert, in a raid on a dance hall. 


Police said four persons were slightly 


wounded in the attempt by eight gun- 
,men —two dressed as Roman Catholic 
priests, the others as doctors and hos- 
pital workers — to free MacStiofain 
from Dublin's Mater Hospital. The 
•casualties were one of the gunmen, who 
was captured, one policeman and two 
bystanders. 


"It happened during the hospital 


r visiting time," a police spokesman said. 
.""Lots of people were waiting to see sick 
-relatives," and the disguised gunmen 
;niingled with the visitors. 


/'Our men were in an office leading to 
the ward where MacStiofain is det- 
ained," the spokesman said. "The gun- 
men had to pass them, and the gun 
battle took place in a narrow passage 
leading to the ward. Shots were flying 
everywhere." 


"There never was any danger of them 


getting MacStiofain out," he added. 


Following the attempt, MacStiofain 


was moved from the hospital's ground 
floor to the third story, and doctors said 
he might be shifted again as a security 
precaution. Police cordoned off the 
building. 


At one point Sunday night, about 


4,000 supporters of the IRA were milling 
around the hospital, demanding MacS - 
tiofain be freed to preserve his life. 


When they began an all-night vigil, 


the guerrilla' leader's wife, Marie, ap- 
pealed to them to move elsewhere. 
"There are 400 other patients in there as 
well," she said. 


The demonstrators moved off to the 


General Post Office, scene of hard 
fighting during Ireland's struggle for 
independence from Britain earlier this 
century. 
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617 Indian prisoners 
released by Pakistan 


LYALLPUR, Pakistan (AP) — 


President Zulfikar Ali Bhutto freed the 
617 Indian prisoners of war in Pakistan 
today in an attempt to rally foreign 
pressure for the release of the 84,000 
Pakistanis held by India. 


"You are free from this moment," the 


Pakistani president told the Indians 
during a visit to their camp at Lyallpur, 
175 miles south of Rawalpindi. He said it 
is now up to India to recipricate by 
releasing the Pakistanis it holds but, "if 
not, then we can wait. We are brave 
people." 


There was no immediate reaction 


from the Indian government. India has 
said it would return the troops and 
civilians captured during the war last 
December only with the consent of 
Bangladesh, and Bangladesh says 
Pakistan first must recognize formally 
its independence. 


A Foreign Office spokesman said the 


Indian government would be notified 
officially today of Bhutto's action. He 
said it was hoped the freed men could go 
home in a few days. 


Bhutto, sitting on the ground in a 


courtyard of the prison camp, told the 
Indians: 


"You 
can go home happily and tell 


your people we want good relations 
with India. Do not think you have 
defeated Pakistan; Pakistan defeated 
itself. If there is another war, which I 
hope will not be, you will see how we 
fight." 


The Indian and Pakistani govern- 


ments previously have announced an 
exchange of some 16,000 civilians cap- 
tured or stranded during the war. 


Pakistan announced last week that 


about 10,000 Bengali women and 
children stranded in West Pakistan 
would be allowed to return to 
Bangladesh. 


The Indian government said Sunday 


night it would repatriate some 6,000 
wives and children of the Pakistanis it is 
holding, leaving about 84,000 Pakistanis 
in Indian detention camps. This 
includes about 56,000 military men,

who die of heart attacks might be saved 
if they would seek medical assistance 
earlier, say two Maryland physicians. 


Drs. Manning Feinleib and Michael J. 


Davidson of the National Heart and 
Lung Institute at Bethesda, Md., report 
on a survey of a Maryland suburban 
area of 250,000 population in the Nov. 27 
issue of the Journal of the American 
Medical Association. 


"By far the greatest delay in the care 


of the patient with an acute myocardial 
infarction was his own unwillingness to 
call for help," they reported. 


Heart disease is tne leading cause of 


death in the United States, and 
myocardial infarction accounts for the 
greatest percentage of these deaths. 


In this disease, an area of the heart 


muscle is damaged or killed because of 
an insufficient supply of blood. 


Feinleib and Davidson studied the 719 


recorded deaths of persons 35 to 74 
years of age in Montgomery County for 
1969. Of these, 257 died of coronary 
heart disease. 


At least 155 of the heart-fatality vic- 


tims died "before receiving any definit- 
ive medical care," they said. 


Major factors found" to be responsible 


for the delay were: delay in recognizing 
symptoms, denial of symptoms, delay in 
seeking medical assistance and delay in 
arrival at a medical facility. 


The first three forms of patient delay, 


the researchers said, "can take from 
hours to days, or even weeks." The 
fourth is related to transportation and 
usually is measured in minutes.

hospital before they died, there was a

It 
began when the girl and her mother 
were kidnaped by the gunman, whose 
car had broken down near their home in 
Hughson, 300 miles north of here. 


Police said Driskill entered the Brazil 


home after his car became disabled 
nearby Saturday night. Authorities said 
he too'k the girl at knifepoint to a nearby 
field and attempted to molest her sex- 
ually. When Mrs. Brazil came home, he 
forced both of them into the Brazil car 
and fled. 


Officers said the mother, Angela 


Brazil, escaped at Bakersfield. She 
dodged a bullet from Driskill's gun and 
alerted police.

tracking the gunman's car over 
freeways at speeds of up to 100 miles an 
hour. "A sheriff's helicopter flew 
overhead. 


The fleeing car, stolen from the girl's 


mother, turned off a freeway at Corona, 
35 miles southeast of Los Angeles, and 
was hemmed in by police vehicles beside 
a citrus grove. 


A Los Angeles County sheriffs officer 


crept up behind the car and slashed both 
rear tires, officials said. They said the 
man screamed "'one hundred times" 
from inside the tightly locked car for 
officers to go away or he would shoot 
the girl. 


He was slain by officer Richard 


Godfrey, who had been stationed 
nearby to take advantage of any op- 
portunity to shoot after the man ignored 
repeated police pleas to give himself up. 


Officials at Hughson said Driskill, a 


lumber yard employe, had a criminal 
record that included armed robbery, 
threatening an officer's life and trying 
to commit suicide in jail.

outlook about America, the black and 
white communities have rarely been so 
far apart in modern times 


The most substantial 
divisions 


between blacks and whites today can 
be found in their vastly different per- 
ceptions of racial problems But they 
are also visible in differing outlooks 
between blacks and whites about the 
economy, the problem of health care, 
and aid to the poor 


Here are some key differences that 


separate black and white America 
today 


— By an overwhelming 78 12 per cent 


margin, blacks would like to see the 
nation's schools desegregated 
A 


narrow plurality of 46 43 per cent 
among whites agree with blacks about 
the desirability of school integration 
However, on the issue of instituting 
school busing to achieve racial balance 
which figured prominently in the 
primaries last spring and in a number of 
races this month, whites opposed bus 
mg b> 81-14 per cent, while blanks 
ta\ored it as a way to desegregate the 
schools by 50 36 per cent Many blacks 
tend to feel that opposition to busing is 
simply an indirect way for whites to 
communicate their lack of willingness 
to endure school integration of any 
kind 


— Blacks tend to feel a rather deep 


lack of trust in Nixon and what his 
administration will do for them in the 
next four years By 67-30 per cent, 
blacks give the President negative 
marks on his over all performance, 
compared with a thumping 64-35 per 
cent positive rating from whites More 
specificall> blacks are 81 14 per cent 
negative in their reaction to the civil 
rights and race record of this adminis- 
tration 


This disenchantment among blacks 


with the federal government represents 
a complete turnaround in the space of 
only a relatively few years When Lyn- 
don Johnson was president, blacks 
were 75 21 per cent positive on the job 
that administration was doing to solve 
racial problems The number of blacks 
who look to the federal government for 
leadership in civil rights and minority 
group improvement areas has shrunk 
from 67 per cent in 1966 to 4 per cent in 
1972 


— Of all groups in the population, 


blacks have the least confidence in the 
leaders of American institutions, public 
or private No more than 10 per cent of 
all blacks express "a great deal of con- 
fidence ' in the leaders of American 
industry, only 17 per cent for the heads 
of labor unions and 23 per cent for 
financial leaders The confidence rating 
among blacks is 20 per cent for those 
who run the press The figure is 19 per 
cent for Congress, 23 per cent for the 
U S Supreme Court, and 16 per cent for 
the executive branch of government 


— Blacks tend to feel that American 


• society has generally turned its back on 
".the poor This is reflected IP the fact 
that, by 79 9 per cent, blacks favor 
increasing federal assistance to poor 


- people, while no more than 46 per cent 
of whites express the same sentiment 
pne key area to which blacks would 
-like to see more attention paid is that of 
^medical services 
Blacks favor a 


Comprehensive, compulsory medical 
Insurance program from the federal 
-government Whites favor such a 
medical plan as well, but by a much 
3ower 47 32 per cent 
I — Blacks do not feel that they have 
shared in the general recovery that has 
•been taking place in the economy By 
^60-15 per cent, a sizable majority of 
blacks tend to feel that the country is 
still in a recession compared with a 
51-34 per cent majority of whites who 
feel recovery has arrived Compared 
with 79 per cent of blacks who feel that 
the prices of most things they buy 
-continue to rise, no more than 46 per 
'cent of whites feel the same pinch 
_" By nearly any measure, blacks in 
^America on Thanksgiving Day 1972 
Dearly felt that they had less to be 
thankful for than perhaps any other 
•group in the population More distress- 
ing than any other aspect is the sense 
•among blacks that somehow white 
America has lost interest in the 
^problems of black America, that the 
•problems faced by those of another 
color are neither understood nor cared 
*3,bout 


Blacks tend to fee! that many 


problems facing them in the 1960s were 
not solved, but at least the conscience 
of the nation had been pricked and 
white America was aware of the un- 
finished business in the area of race 
relations Now there is a distinct sense 
of being relegated back across the 
tracks, left without a great deal of 
-concern by a dominant white society 
tAt least as far as blacks are concerned, 
Jhe charge of "two Americas — one 
•black and one white," made in a 
presidential commission report in 1968, 
iiever seemed more accurate than in 
Aate 1972

Hussein blames

BEIRUT (AP) — King Hussein of 


Jordan today accused Libyan leader 
Muammar Kadafi, Palestine guerrilla 
chief Yasir Arafat and one of Arafat's 
top aides of -organizing a plot to 
overthrow him. 


But he denied that his recent hospit- 


alization was related to the plot and said 
an air force officer whose plane crashed 
last weekend was not involved. 
Lebanese newspapers reported over the 
weekend that the officer rocketed 
Hussein's helicopter just as he was 
about to board it and Hussein escaped 
with a slight wound. 


In an interview with the Beirut 


newspaper An Nahar, the 37-year-old 
monarch confirmed earlier reports of an 
unsuccessful coup to be led by an army 
officer and carried out Nov. 6. 


Hussein said Kadafi was to fly to 


Damascus once the coup started and 
pressure Syria and Iraq into sending 
planes to attack the Royal Palace, radio 
station and military installations in 
Amman. 


"We were aware of the contacts 


between the army officer and Arafat 
and especially Salah Khalaf, a man we 
once helped and who has now betrayed 
us," Hussein said. 


The army officer is Col. Rafei Hin- 


dawi, an armored corps commander 
who has been arrested on charges of 
treason. Khalaf is one of the founders of 
Al Fatah, the largest guerrilla group. 
The Jordanians arrested him during the 
1970 civil war with the guerrillas but 
later released him. 


Hussein said the commando 


movement, with Libyan help, had 
"bought" Hindawi when he made a trip 
to Cairo a year ago. He led the guerrillas 
to believe a secret organization in the 
Jordanian army would help, the king 
said. 


Hussein said Hindawi was chosen 


because the regiment he commanded 


was in charge of the monarch's safety. 
The Jordanian authorities were aware 
of Hindawi's activities and had ques- 
tioned him, but he denied any in- 
volvement, Hussein said. 


"Later, however, he confessed and 


said he was in touch with guerrilla 
leaders and had received more than 
$56,000 in payments," Hussein said. 


The monarch said Hindawi is the only 


officer under arrest but several civilians 
have been detained because they had 
messages from Hindawi or information 
about the plot's finances. 


The newspaper Al Hayat reported 


earlier that the civilians arrested 
included banker Said Dajam and two 
bank employes. Another paper, Al 
Moharrer, said Dajam was Kadafi's 
payoff man and the Libyan leader had 
paid him $20 million to finance the 
attempted coup 


Al Moharrer said the plot to oust 


Hussein was laid down six months ago 
and the plotters wanted to stage the 
coup by the end of this month, but 
Hassein got word of it and defused it. 
Some 300 army and air force officers 
were reported involved. 


An Nahar said some of the conspirat- 


ors were arrested but the air force 
officers decided to go ahead. The report

receive wallet-size copies of their elec- 
trocardiograms, free ice, and speech- 
writing services from the Library of 
Congress. 


They also are entitled to use plants 


from the Botanic Gardens for their 
offices, or reproductions of paintings 
and prints from the National Gallery of 
Art. 


These are just a few samplings from a 


list of "allowances, emoluments and 
privileges" available to U.S. senators 
and published in a new Congressional 
Handbook. 


The 204-page handbook was prepared 


by the Joint Committee on Congres- 
sional Operations. There is a companion 
volume for House members. 


The handbook notes that senators 


automatically receive $45,000 in group 
life insurance coverage at a monthly 
cost of $26.82. The amount is based on 
their salaries of $42,500 a year. 


A senator's allowance for staff help, 


and the size of his office suite, depends 
on how populous a state he represents. 


Senators from states with a-populat- 


ion of over 17 million— California and 
New York—are allowed $558,145 a year 
for staff costs. Senators from states with 
a population of three million or less 
receive $311,577. 


Similarly, seven-room office suites 


are assigned to senators from states 
with over 12 million people (California 
and New York), six-room suites to 
senators from states with populations of 
7 to 12 million (Pennsylvania, Illinois, 


Texas, Michigan, Ohio and New Jersey), 
and five-room suites to senators from 
states with less than seven million. 


Choice of suites is on the basis of 


seniority. 


All offices are furnished. Each senator 


also is entitled to three small plants a 
month or one large plant every two 
weeks from the Botanic Gardens. 


"Diseased or dead plants will be 


replaced on request," the handbook 
says. 


Senators receive allowances for stat- 


ionery, postage, telephone and 
telegraph, travel and offices in home 
states. These also are based on state 
population and, in the case of travel, on 
the distance between a senator's state 
and Washington. 


Senators are given congressional 


license tags and have virtually unres- 
tricted parking privileges in Washing- 
ton 


The handbook offers advice on how 


to keep office files and write to 
government officials. It even tells the 
location of gymnasiums in the Senate 
office buildings. 


To have the Library of Congress 


prepare a speech, the senator need only 
provide such information as what 
viewpoint he wants expressed, desired 
length of the speech, and the occasion 
for giving the speech. 


But there is a limit. The handbook 


cautions. "Term papers, master's 
theses, and other research requests of 
constituents cannot be prepared," it

Nixon scheduled his third meeting in as 
many days with Henry A. Kissinger 
today, possibly as a prelude to a show- 
down with the South Vietnamese on 
terms of a proposed Vietnam ceasefire. 


Nixon, who flew to his Maryland 


mountain retreat here Sunday night 
after spending the weekend in New 
York City, arranged to confer during 
the afternoon with Kissinger, his chief 
negotiator to the secret Vietnam peace 
talks in Pans 


The meetings came amid speculation 


by administration sources that an in- 
terruption in the Paris peace talks may 
mean the United States has decided to 
tell South Vietnam that no more con- 
cessions can be won from North Viet- 
nam in a ceasefire agreement. 


Meanwhile, North Vietnam's official 


newspaper said hopes for peace have 
begun to dim following what it called an 
about-face by the United States 
and "insolent demands" by President 
Nguyen Van Thieu of South Vietnam. 


In a broadcast'monitored in Tokyo 


today, the Vietnam News Agency 
quoted an editorial in the newspaper 
Nhan Dan as saying: 


"The about-tace of the American side, 


which refuses to sign the already- 
agreed-upon accord on the date fixed, 
and the insolent demands of the puppet, 
Nguyen Van Thieu. echoed frenziedly 
by officials in Washington and the 
A~merican press, little by little dissipate, 
even before the ink is dry, 'the silhouette 
of peace' which many American jour- 
nalists have sketched." 


In Saigon, U.S. Ambassador Ells- 


worth Bunker met with Thieu for 10 
minutes today, but there was no an- 
nouncement of what was discussed.

Thieu's senior foreign policy adviser, 


Nguyen Phu Due, was expected to 
arrive in Washington from Paris today 
or Tuesday.

NEW YORK (AP) — Martin Bor- 


mann, Adolf Hitler's deputy, lives on a 
vast Krupp ranch in northern Argentina 
where he was traced by that South 
American country's central intelligence 
agency, the Daily Express of London 
reported today. 


The copyrighted story, by spy expert 


Ladislas Farago in collaboration with 
former Express foreign editor Stewart 
Steven, was distributed by the Chicago 
Tribune-New York Daily News syn- 
dicate in the United States. 


Pictures of a heavy-set, balding man 


were published with the story. The 
newspaper said that Argentine in- 
telligence agent Jose Velasco identified 
the man as Bormann, although he was 
traveling with a passport made out to 


Ricardo Bauer. 


The pictures were taken when 


Velasco questioned the man at Check- 
point Mendoze near the Chilean border 
last Oct. 5, the newspaper said. It quoted 
Velasco as saying that he was sorry he 
had not arrested the man on his own 
initiative. 


In Buenos Aires today, a spokesman 


for the federal police said there is no 
evidence now that Bormann is in Ar- 
gentina, but added that the police are 
checking the reports. 


In Bonn, Germany, a spokesman for 


the Justice Ministry expressed "ex- 
treme reservations" about the reports. 
He said, however, that it Bormann 
should ever be discovered alive and 
positively identified, the Bonn govern- 


ment would examine the possibility of 
demanding his extradition. 


Farago and Steven said in their story 


that, in the last few weeks, Bormann 
had been traced to the Rancho Grande, 
a huge estate owned by Arndt von 
Bohlen-Halbach of the West German 
Krupp family, in tne Province of Salta 


"We have at this moment incon- 


trovertible evidence that Bormann 
himself is there," they quoted Velasco as 
saying But they reported that Velasco 
had ruled out any attempt to capture the 
wanted war criminal at the ranch 
because he would "easily escape long 
before we could reach his present 
hideout." 


The authors said Argentine Secret 


Service documents showed Bormann 


had lived in various South American 
countries under a number of names 
since 1948 Through investment of 
smuggled Nazi wealth, they said, he had 
become "an important factor in the 
economic life of South America." 


In Vienna today, Simon Wiesenthal, 


the head of the Jewish documentation 
center, said he was "very very sceptica 1" 
the man described in the Daily Express 
article would turn out to be Bormann. 


Bormann would never turn into a 


businessman and thus willingly invite 
security risks, Wiesenthal said. Know- 
ing that "millions of dollars" were 
brought into South America, Bormann 
"would have no necessity to earn his 
livelihood-as a businessman^" he 
explained.

to state representatives for district 
allowances while the legislature is 
recessed, took place without debate 
and without any public awareness of 
what was transpiring. 


The move, tied to the manner in 


which the new districts were mapped, 
boosted the net proceeds of lawmakers, 
vwho are now paid $8,900 a year in salary 
and who receive a package of expense 
allowances that boosts total legislative 
income by several thousand dollars a 
year. 


Lawmakers are expected to receive 


another $1,000 in straight pay through 
a pay raise proposal expected to be 
acted upon before the 1973 Legislature 
convenes in January. 


The extra district pay will be received 


— unless revoked by the 1973 session — 
whether or not the pay raise is 
approved as expected. 


Not all lawmakers received the at 


home allowance boost, because of the 
formula on which it is calculated. About 
half of theiji did, however. Only one 
lawmaker, Sen. Reuben LaFave, R 
Oconto, will receive less under the new 
plan than under the old. 


Legislators 
receive 
specified 


allowances for each month in which the 
legislature does not meet in session — 
defined as months in which there are 


t not three formal session days in which 


1 roll calls are taken. 


In recent years, the legislature has 


averaged about five to six months per 
year out of session for each of its two 
year sessions. Last year, for instance, 
lawmakers spent only two months for- 
mally not in session, while this year 
eight months will be spent in recess. 


Each month spent not in session, 


lawmakers draw special 
expense 


checks calculated on the basis of the 
size of their districts. Senators receive 
$40 per month for the first county in 
their district, and $20 per month for 
each additional county. 


State representatives in the Assem-

In the Assembly in 1971, there were 


four districts covering three counties 
each. Next year there will be 30 districts 
represented, covering three, four, five 
or six counties each. 


The total Assembly out of session 


district allowance payroll will jump 
from $2,830 per month to $3,930 a 
month. 


Only half of the senators will draw 


the boosted district allowances this 
session, because of the four year terms 
served in the upper house. Incumbents 
cannot have their incomes raised dur- 
ing their term of office — only those 17 
senators elected in November will draw 
the hiked allowances. But after the next 
election, all senators will be paid the 
boosted at home allowances, at a cost 
of $3,360 a month, rather than the 
$2,380 now paid. 


H. Rupert Theobald, head of the 


Legislative Reference Bureau and chief 
draftsman of the reapportionment act 
for the legislature, says that he believes 
that law will be changed before the 
legislature recesses next summer to 
wipe away the boosts won through the 
hidden impact of reapportionment. But 
no lawmakers has yet asked him to 
draw up such a repeal bill, he admits. 


,And in private conversations, a 


number of lawmakers are already

Snowmobilers voice objections 


WAUPACA — Snowmobilers m 


Waupaca County sent a letter to Gov. 
Patrick Lucey recently to voice their 
disapproval of two regulatory laws that 
will affect the sport. 


The Snowmobilers, representing 17 


local clubs, voiced objections to the $9 
registration fee and the required safety- 
education program for young people 
age 12 to 18. 


Duane Baitinger, president of the

in a return of registration fees for the 
purchase of public trails. 


"Any program of leasing or purchas- 


ing trail rights would virtually destroy 
the good relationships our individual 
clubs have maintained with private 
landowners," one letter said. 


"For the forgoing reasons, we feel the 


present $9 fee is exhorbitant because of 
very littk chance of money being re- 
turned to our area as we understand the 
original intent of the law," he added. 


The snowmobilers also wrote that 


they objected to the $2 50 fee that 
would be charged to young peopie Tor 
snowmobilir.g training, because several 
pcopk- already have been trained to 
give snowmobile instruction at the 
Trees for Tomorrow Camp. 


When they attended the session, the 


letter said, there was no mention that 
$2.50 would be charged. "Volunteer 
instructors find they are now in a posi- 
tion where they are to donate their 
time, equipment, transportation and 
knowledge and then collect money to 
be sent to the Department of Natural 
Resources."

fee (scheduled to go into effect Oct., 
1973) should come out of the $9 regis- 
tration fee.

bookkeeping and maintenance. 


An ideal service district, as the 


committee sees it, could assimilate 
virtually all services now performed 
individually by municipalities. 


The committee said new taxes might 


not be needed if each community joining 
a metropolitan district were to con- 
tribute the same sum it would have 
spent on its own service facility. 


County boundaries should not be 


allowed to stand in the way of intercity 
cooperation, the committee said 


Members even recommended 
the 


legislature be allowed to adjust county 
boundaries to accommodate service 
districts if necessary. 


District boundaries would be deter- 


mined by the counties' boards of 
snpprvisors 
Implementation of the 


districts would be under auspices of 
supervisors elected from the districts.

large enough, members suggested, it

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Rev. Hesburgh's resignation 


The ousting of the Reverend Theodore Hesburgh, president 


.of Notre Dame University, as chairman of the United States 
Civil Rights Commission was held off obviously until after the 
presidential elections. Simple prudence from any political angle 
would recommend the delay. 


The change should come as no surprise. Father Hesburgh was, 


and probably will continue to be a staunch critic of current 
policies which have exploited the bussing issue. He has not been 
carefully diplomatic. If anything, he has overstated the case for 
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same can be said about Father Hesburgh's outspoken remarks 
on other civil rights situations, particularly housing and the 
general attitude of the Nixon Administration. 


Probably only the most forebearing of men could accept 


Father Hesburgh's criticism and not use personal power to try to 
dispense with it. President Nixon is not that type of man as could 
be seen from earlier such incidents when he picked those who 
had differences of opinion with him and tried to make them part 
of his team. Walter Hickel didn't last and neither did Daniel 
Moynihan although for somewhat different reasons. Perhaps it 
is only reasonable for the head of any organization to want his 
lesser executives to refrain from public criticism of him. 


Yet that type of individual is just what the President of the 


United States needs. Former President Lyndon Johnson was 
criticized in the press for his immunity from ideas with which he 
did not agree or — even more serious perhaps — those which his 
intimates thought he might not like. President Nixon seems to 
be in much the same situation at his own bidding. With four 
years in the White House ahead of him during which he no 
longer is politically responsible to the voters since he cannot run 
for re-election, he needs the restraint of other opinions than the 
"yes sir" variety. In the civil rights areas especially the Nixon 
Administration has been suspect, appearing to choose the 
political advantage of the "southern strategy" as it applies to the 
racial prejudices of northerners as well over the unequal results 
of those prejudices. 


While it often is true that an amenable way to compromise is 


more successful in finding solutions to tough problems, this does 
not seem to be so in the civil rights arena. The biases are too 
rigid, the walls of prejudice too high. In this area, President 
Nixon and his associates in the Justice Department in particular 
need thistles and thorns. Father Hesburgh played such a role and 
those who suffer from discrimination will miss him. 


The inner core schools 


. One of the cop-outs of many congressional candidates this fall 
was to avoid the bussing to achieve racial balance issue by 
recommending instead that more money be spent to improve 
inner core schools. So far it simply hasn't worked. 


A special study of pupil performance in basic skills, science 


and citizenship recently has been made by the National Assess- 
ment of Educational Progress of youngsters 9, 13 and 17 and of 
adults 26 and 35. It has been extremely discouraging to find not 
merely that little is learned but that the longer inner city pupils 
stay in school the less many of them know. 


The NAEP tests differ from nationally standardized tests on 


reading and arithmetic which have come in for considerable 
criticism recently. In fact both the American Federation of 
Teachers and the National Education Association have gone on 
record in opposition to them. But the NAEP tests, based on 
questions asked in nine categories and then again a few years 
later, tend to confirm the standardized findings of the last 20 
years or so. The hard fact seems to be that the majority of 
children in the inner core schools are not learning as fast or even 
in a reasonable comparison to those youngsters in suburban, 
small city or rural schools. However biased may be the 
background for all questions, the results are similar as far 
as determining how equipped such youngsters are for the 
demands to be made upon them in the competitive employment 
world or other requirements of our society. 


Once again the big question is why? The NAEP shows 


correlation between failure or lack of learning with low so- 
cio-economic status. Lack of encouragement in the home, poor 
neighborhood conditions, unreliable or non-existent parental 
guidance are all contributory. Another recent study indicates 
that the factor of just plain dumb luck means more in one's 
economic and social success than anything else. 


It must be conceded that the nation's schools cannot make up 


completely for variations in homes, neighborhoods, outside 
influences or chance. Probably we have come to expect far too 
much from our schools. But the fact remains for the good of the 
nation and its people as a whole, that they must constantly 
strive to help equalize things. 


So far pouring money into the inner core schools has not 


provided the answer. Whether bussing children out of — and 
into —_the core area is more productive is still debatable partly 
because it is so tinged and tainted with emotionalism, prejudice, 
hate and fear. In general, politicians haven't helped much in 
finding or even seeking solutions. 


As long as inner core schools continue to be centers of 


violence and retrogressive learning processes, the blight of our 
cities will continue. 


Political prisioners have mouthpiece 


Amnesty International, a private organization based in 


London which seeks the release of what it terms political 
prisoners around the world, has been using a unique way to 
dramatize the situations. 


For the last ten years, generally with little publicity, Amnesty- 


International has selected cases in a number of countries. 
Letters about the history and plight of each incarcerated 
individual are sent to the government holding the prisoner and 
to the United Nations Human Rights Commission. Efforts are 
made to meet with government representatives. Success is not 
high. 


This year twelve cases were singled out. They included 


prisoners held in Nationalist China, Indonesia, Sourth Africa, 
Spain, Hungary, Cuba, Czechoslovakia, Paraguay, Russia, 
Turkey, Zambia and Zanzibar. Reasons for their imprisonment 
range from criticism of racial policies, refusal of military 
services, religious teaching "hostile to the political system", 
satirical writing, and historical research that didn't jibe with the 
way the present regime read history. 


So far only Nationalist China and Indonesia have responded 


to the meeting requests. South Africa acknowledged the situa- 
tion but said conferences would serve no useful purpose. The 
other nine governments have ignored the summons. 


Amnesty International hasn't had a very successful record of 


changing the attitudes of governments in power toward the 
treatment of those of opposing political views especially when 
the latter are vocalily active or have any sort of a following 
Maybe it never will. But it does serve to make known to many 
people around the world the extent of such political oppression 
and probably it helps keep some countries a little more careful 
about such oppression. Obviously no nation and no political 
system has exclusive rights to the repression of other ideas.

Legislature viewed with optimism 


MADISON —There may be a reason to hope 


that the new legislature, making allowances 
required for the fact of its divided control and 
the obviously long list of complex issues that 
confront it, may work more efficiently and 
expeditiously than any of its predecessors. 


The idea is uttered with caution bred of long 


exposure to legislators and their peccadilloes. It 
is offered with a regretful recollection of 
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repudiated 
by 
excruciatingly extended 


deliberations. The political division is obviously 
a hazard. 


Nevertheless, here are some encouraging 


factors: 


The houses will start their work with leaders 


of competence and experience. Perhaps not in 
20 years has there been such an apt team in 
both parties in both houses, personalities and 
ideology aside. 


There is already encouraging talk among 


them that the aimless and petty palaver that 
passes for "debate" and the virtually uncon- 
trolled calendars with respect to whimsical and 
petty matter must be reformed. 


The men in positions and responsibility and 


with the opportunities to sidetrack the trivia 


and emphasize the significant are thoroughly 
aware that this is now a firmly competititve 
two-party state. 


What happens in the next legislature in 


method, manner and substance, will have an 
impact reflected in the 1974 elections that will 
either seal the Democratic party's rule or revive 
Republican health and strength in state affairs. 


It is too little known that the Wisconsin 


Legislature in a time of enormously increasing 
responsibilities, in numbers and in depth, 
operates substantially in the manner of its 
predecessors generations ago. 


It is too little known that rules of procedure 


to an outsider familiar with the national 
Congress or the legislative branches of other 
states often seem designed to avoid decisions, 
to delay action, to emphasize the ephemeral 
and facetious, and to delay or frustrate or avoid 
actions on the true issues and problems to 
which its members offered to lend their talents 
when they ran in the elections. 


Much of the folderol was pardoned in the 


past with the explanation that Wisconsin 
upheld the ancient and valued traditions of 
fullest debate, public participation, and public 
information. This report has echoed that theme 


from time to time. But there ought to be a line, 
somewhere, between prattle and horse-play] 
and serious deliberation.

argumentation and roll calls involve questions 
that should not have reached the floor. 


The machinery must be tightened, commit- 


tee chairmen directed to use judgment in 
screening out the trash and emphasizing the 
significant and legitimate questions for house 
deliberation. 


Members can continue to waste printer's bills 


introduced to suit the eccentric taste of a 
constituent. No power can prevent them from 
sending out bales of press releases. But much of 
such inevitable activity must be kept off the 
floor — or the parlimentary process will be 
choked. 


Men now raised to command in both parties 


and in both houses know these things. The 
people, and especially their own constituents, 
can contribute to a more healthy legislative 
process by encouraging them. A 
first 


requirement would be to direct committee 
chairmen to consign the chaff to their com- 
modious and too little used filing cabinets.

Anything immoral 
must be illegal 


What do you suppose is responsible 


for the great success of organized crime 
in American society? Take three 
guesses, and you'll still be wrong. The 
answer is our morality. 


It is our morality — or what we con- 


strue as morality, in the narrow Puritan 
tradition — that indicates gambling as 
an "immoral" activity. And it is the 
Puntan ethos that demands the im- 
moral be made the illegal. 


Because gambling is largely illegal in 


the U.S., this multi-billion dollar ac- 
tivity has fallen into the hands of illegal 
entrepreneurs. And gambling money is 
the "grub-stake" these men use — the 
investment capital, as it were — to pry 
their way into dozens of other lucrative 
rackets and enterprises. 


This illicit gambling profit is sent out 


to be "washed" — that is, processed 
through legitimate channels so that its 
original source cannot be traced — and 
then is refunneled back to capitalize 
other businesses, both legal and illegal. 


Everybody in politics knows this. 


Everybody in business knows this. 
Everybody in police administration 
knows this. It was stated categorically 
not long ago by L. Patrick Gray, the 
new director of the F.B.I. 


But the American public still refuses 


to believe it. We fulminate against 


"organized crime" — which takes 
billions out of our pockets yearly, 
which corrupts local governments and 
subverts legitimate businesses — but it 
is our blindness and rigidity that con- 
tinue to provide the bulk of funds for 
this 
enormous 
and 
entrenched 


conglomerate of criminality. 


Gambling is by no means always an 


evil; but even everything that is an evil 
should not be designated as "illegal." 
This is the Puritan fallacy: to confuse 
personal conduct with public sin (the 
most striking example of this confusion 
was Prohibition), and to try to regulate 
by law what can be controlled only by 
persuasion, education, and example. 


The roots of gambling are social and 


psychological, not moral. Excessive 
gambling is a weakness, not a sin, like 
excessive drinking, or gluttony, or 
libertinism. It can be treated by 
therapy, not excised by law or punish- 
ment. 


"A man has a right to bet what he has 


a right to lose," Chesterton once set 
down; and this is the rule of common 
sense for gambling. It becomes a vice 
only when it begins to injure the bet- 
tor and his family; short of that, the law 
should pay no attention to it. Organized 
crime can flourish only as long as or- 
ganized moralism keeps it rich.

WASHINGTON — Torn apart by 


race riots and permissiveness, the U.S. 
Navy is fast becoming the wrong kind 
of fighting service. 


The roots of this situation are clear 


enough. Insulated from the rest of 
society by layers of tradition and 
regulation, the Navy is just reaching 
the same stage of the civil rights 
revolution that the rest of the country 
reached amidst the urban crisis of the 
min-sixties. But unhappily, the navy is 
also suffering from the same species of 
do-good liberals who buzzed around 
more often than not, aggravating the 
problems of the sixties with com- 
munity-togetherness nostrums, plus 
guilt-spurred quotas and preferences 
for blacks. 


Admiral Elmo A. Zurnwalt Jr., Chief 


of Naval Operations and chief architect 
of this belated attempt to turn the Navy 
into a floating human relations labora- 
tory, reminds me of a seagoing version 
(if he ever does go to sea) of the circa 
1966 
Ford Foundation and Equal 


Something Commission types who 
fueled their careers on a wave of 
brotherhood blueprints. Zumwalt 
seems to be on the same shortsighted 
kick. He has antagonized many of his 
fellow senior officers with his much 
publicized "Z-Grams" revolking long- 
time regulations and replacing tradi- 
tional military discipline with beards, 
Afros and officer-enlisted men group 
therapy sessions. 


What has Zumwalt accomplished? 
Although I am just a casual reader of 


articles on naval affairs, Zumwalt's 
name never seems to come up in con- 
nection with anything solid or subs- 
tantial. His Z-Grams always seem to be 
pushing some pastel-colored, enlisted- 
men's TV room, race-relations classes 
for senior admirals, or James Bond-type 
of hydrofoil boat that can shoot atomic 
torpedoes. When was the last time that 
Admiral Zumwalt was heard from on 
the subject of Russian penetration of 
the Indian Ocean or the Soviet threat in 
the Eastern Mediterranean? Has Ad- 
miral Zumwalt been a behind-the 
scenes fighter for badly needed naval 
appropriations? 


The U.S. Navy is a fighting service. 


Its mission is to defend the United 
States, not to rehabilitate the culturally 
deprived or replicate the racial makeup 
of society. Admiral Zumwalt is said to 
lament that the navy is only 6 per cent 
black whereas the country is 10 per 
cent black. So what? Blacks apparently 
lack many of the skills needed by the 
navy. Until World War Two, you didn't 
find all that many big-city ethnic 
whiter jn the navy either, but now you 
do. Black representation in the navy 
will increase as blacks develop the skills 
— from radar control to engineering — 
that the navy needs. And if federal 
policymakers deem it the government's 
obligation to see that blacks are given a 
boost toward those qualifications, 
civilian agencies ought to be used 
because we cannot afford to hobble the 
military with social experiments. The 
military has enough problems today as 
a result of the anit-military feelings 
promoted by the war in Vietnam. 


Admiral 
Zumwalt, 
in 
his well 


publicized quest for social upheaval, 
seems to have lost sight of the navy's 
essential function: to be effective mili- 
tarily. Instead, Zumwalt has nurtured 
black consciousness and weakened 
discipline to the point where there have 
been virtual riots (some officers say 
"mutinies") on the aircraft carriers 
Kitty Hawk and Constellation. No 
doubt that black sailors (and other 
sailors, too) have plenty of legitimate 
grievances, but the navy is not the 
Department of Health, Education, and 
Welfare. Grievances are to be expected 
in the milifiry. Mutinying Britiih 
sailors in 1797 had a list of them that 
would horrify the average reader. Even 
so, Britain's military needs required 
that the mutinies be suppressed, and 
they were. 


From Australia to Greenland, U.S. 


naval power and prestige is on the 
wane, and Zumwaltism is not the 
answer. Cutting the "mili" out of the 
military, and turning the army or navy 
into a sociological program, will only 
weaken us further. And linking naval 
officers promotions to race-relations 
ratings is crazy. Can a Ford Foundation 
officer corps save our strategic bacon? 
You can bet your bottom dollar that 
Russia's Chief of Naval Operations is 
not forcing Soviet admirals in to'classes 
on Ukrainian culture or worrying 
about the number of Kirghiz or Uzbeks 
in the Baltic fleet. 


One hopes that the navy will be able 


to take care of its own. Zumwalt is 
already unpopular with many flag of- 
ficers, and it is time for the two most 
senior naval men to take official notice. 
It is time for ex-Lieutenant Com- 
mander Richard M. Nixon to send a 
N-Gram to ex-destroyer Lieutenant 
Melvin Laird relieving Admiral Zum- 
walt of command.

WASHINGTON — Resentment is 


now coming to a slow boil among 
congressional Republicans over what 
they regard as President Nixon's in- 
sulting indifference to the party's 
congressional wing during the long, 
secret sessions at Camp David to draft 
his drastic reorganization plans. 


The rising hostility, in truth, stems 


partly from the President's 
spec- 


tacularly successful reelection cam- 
paign during which many Republican 
candidates felt ignored by the self-cen- 
tered — and highly effective — non 
campaign conducted trom the Oval 
office. 


Such hostility, which we reported in 


detail last week, may well be sprinkled 
with sour grapes. But the presidential 
aloofness and remoteness from the 
congressional wing of his party, now so 
evident in the recesses of Camp David, 
has no such ingredient. 


Republicans may resist 


If this process is allowed to con- 


tinue, one predictable though shocking 
possibility is that Mr. Nixon's wholesale 
reorganization of his executive branch 
of government will encounter a wall of 
Republican resistance 
on Capitol 


Hill. Just such a forecast is now being 
made privately by a powerful cabinet 
member. 


With the new Congress firmly in the 


grip of the Democrats, anything short 
of total Republican support for Mr. 
Nixon's still-unfinished reorganization 
plans could prove fatal. Yet, the 
President has still not confided even the 
broad outlines of his reorganization to 
a single congressional leader of his own 
party. 


In private conversations with White 


House aides, this tendency to take his 
own party for granted as a sort of royal 
prerogative has angered some of Mr. 
Nixon's leaders in congress. One leader 
has warned the White House that 
Republican members of congress 
would be "far more independent" than 
the old in dealing with lame-duck 
President Richard Nixon. 


Likewise, Rep. John Anderson of 


Illinois, chairman of the 
House 


Republican Conference, told NBC's Bill 
Monroe on the "Today" show last 
Friday that a "far greater degree of 
consultation" between the White 
House and congress is now essential. 
Congress, he said, is "particularly sen- 
sitive" these days about its declining 
prestige, as the executive branch grows 
stronger. 


Ignores congressional leaders 


Yet, despite these veiled warnings of 


trouble ahead, Mr. Nixon has not yet 
received a single Republican leader for 
serious 1973 strategy talks, either at the 
White House or the presidential retreat 
at Camp David. Except for a happy 
birthday call to Sen. Hugh Scott of 
Pennsylvania, the Republican senate 
leader, there is reason to believe the 
President has not even spoken to his 
legislative lieutenants. 


Moreover, Republican congressional 


leaders have been scanning the 
President's appointment schedule with 
meticulous care these last two weeks; 
they have yet to find a single visitation 
to Camp David by William Timmons, 
chief White House lobbyist, or any of 
his staff — vivid evidence that Mr. 
Nixon is ignoring his legislative leaders 
on the take-off of his reorganization 
schemes. They know, however, they 
will be expected to save him from a 
crash landing. 


The hazard of a crash landing is real. 


Congressional committee and subcom- 
mittee chairmen ferociously guard 
their watchdog powers over the execu- 
tive branch departments and agencies 
under their control. 


Yet, as we write this, the President 


has made not the slightest effort to 
keep such congressional powers as 
Rep. 
Chet Holifield of California, 


Democratic chairman of the critically 
— important House Government 
Operations Committee, and Rep. Frank 
Horton of New York, the committee's 
senior Republican, informed of the 
secret Camp David deliberations.

A majority of Americans, the poll 


said, do not think there will be a strong 
enough government in South Vietnam 
to withstand a Communist takeover 
after American troops withdraw. 


The figures were 47 per cent to 31 per 


cent who thought the South Viet- 
namese could manage with 22 per cent 
expressing no opinion. 


Despite the peace talks between 


Henry Kissinger and North Vietnam's 
Le Due Tho, most Americans, the poll 
said, do not think there will be peace by 
the new year. 


While 35 per cent said they believed

American Medical Association has been 
urged to take strong action to protect 
the public against a "significant 
problem" of alcoholism, drug depen- 
dence and other psychiatric disorders 
among practicing physicians. 


The Council on Mental Health of the 


AMA's Board of Trustees made the call 
on Sunday to the AMA's policy-making 
House of Delegates at the opening of the 
organization's 26th clinical convention. 


The group suggested that the number 


of such emotionally sick doctors is 
relatively small, compared with the 
total number of doctors in the United 
States. But it said there is consistent 
evidence that such problems exist and 
that, occasionally, they jeopardize such 
doctors' accountability to the public. 


And it added that one studv has 


reported that estimates of the incidence 
of narcotic addiction in physicians 
"varies from 30 to 100 times that in the 
general population" — indicating that 
such addiction is an occupational 
hazard for physicians. 


The council urged the AMA to 


approve a series of graduated 
guidelines, short of disciplinary action, 
to get such sick doctors to concede their 
problem, seek professional help and 
possibly curtail or suspend practice 
voluntarily. 


But it also recommended that, if there 


is a failure from such referrals to the 
doctors' "peers" — including hospital 
staffs and medical societies — the mat- 
ter "should be referred to the 
appropriate licensing body in the state." 


That is, under this ultimate guideline, 


such a doctor could be faced with sus- 
pension or loss of his license. 
Photograph incident 
dismissed as 'unreal' 
by Jacqueline Onassis 


NEW YORK (AP) — Jacqueline 


Onassis says she thinks it strange that in 
efforts to get pictures of her phot- 
ographers would don skin-diving gear 
and lurk off Skorpios, the Greek island 
owned by her husband Aristotle. 


Mrs. Onassis made the comment to 


Newsweek magazine in connection 
with pictures reportedly taken of her in 
the nude and published by the Italian 
magazine Playmen. 


But Mrs. Onassis said she doesn't 


treat the incident as reality. 


"It doesn't touch my real life, which is 


with rny children and my husband," 
Newsweek quoted the widow of 
President John F. Kennedy as saying. 
"That's the world that's real to me." 


Onassis had this explanation for 


Newsweek about the pictures, if they 
are actually of his wife: 


"I have to take off my pants to put on 


my bathing suit sometimes. She does, 
too." 
Negotiators exchange 
thoughts on teaching 


NEW YORK (AP) — Vietnam peace 


negotiators Henry A. Kissinger and Le 
Due Tho of North Vietnam engaged m 
some light-hearted banter about 
teaching. 


Time magazine says the exchange 


came last week when Kissinger, a 
former professor at Harvard, met Tho at 
the start of their now-recessed peace 
talks. 


"My dear Henry, when our talks are 


completed, can you arrange a position 
for me as a visiting professor of Marxism 
at Harvard?" Time quoted Tho as sayi- 
ng. 


According to Time, Kissinger's res- 


ponse was: 


"With pleasure. But of course, I must 


be permitted to teach a coursein political 
science in Hanoi." 


The council further recommended 


that the AMA's judicial experts draft a 
model law dealing with physicians 
having such problems and disseminate 
it to state and county medical societies 
for legislative action in their jurisdic- 
tion. 


The council pointed out that only two 


states — Florida and Texas — now have 
"sick-doctor" statutes. 


In making the recommendations, the 


council called for compassionate 
toughness on the part of other doctors 
who might be aware of a colleague's 
alcoholism, drug dependence or other 
psychiatric trouble. 


It said that, up to now, this has been 


the situation: 


"Peer referral for help usually reveals 


an entrenched 'conspiracy of silence.' 
Phvsicians strongly resist recognition 
of the fact that any ot their number can 
become ill. 


"This unwillingness to speak out 


should be abandoned by members of 
hospital staffs and other colleagues of 
the ill practitioner, substituting 
perhaps, a 'conspiracy of constructive 
compassion."' 


Citing some other figures to illustrate 


the scope of the problem, the council 
said: 


"... In just a decade, 140 drug-depen- 


dent physicians have been brought 
before their disciplinary bodies in three 
of the smaller states ... Arizona, Con- 
necticut and Oregon ... with an equal 
number of physicians appearing for 
alcoholism and a small, but significant, 
number of other mental illness." 


And it said that, in 1958, the California 


State Board of Medical Examiners "es- 
timated that, at some point in their 
careers 1 oer cent to 2 oer cent of the 
doctors in that state abused narcotics." 


New Zealand's new premier 
to end SEATO affiliation 


WELLINGTON, New Zealand (AP) — 


Prime Minister-elect Norman Eric Kirk, 
a no-nonsense252-pounder, says he will 
take New Zealand out of the Southeast 
Asia Treaty Organization. 


"There will be a lot of changes," Kirk, 


49, said in an interview after his 
landslide election victory Saturday, 
which gave his Labor party a 55-31 
majority m the House of Representat- 
ives with one result still to be decided. 


"SEATO is not an effective body — if 


it ever was," Kirk said. "It is atrophied. 
The Nixon Doctrine has declared a 
much lower United States involvement, 
and countries like Indonesia, Singapore 
and Malaysia want to be part of an 
organization to link up countries. 


"We need an organization which 


brings countries together rather than 
separates them as SEATO does." 


New Zealand will be the second 


member of the eight-nation alliance to 
quit, Pakistan having pulled out on Nov. 
8. Australia also might leave the group if 
the Labor party wins the general elec- 
tion there next Saturday. 


Since France has not been active in 


SEATO for several years, that would 
leave only four active members — the 
United States, Thailand, the Philippines 
and Britain. 


Kirk said his foreign policy also would 


include new initiatives to recognize 
Communist China and stop French 
nuclear tests in the South Pacific. 


He told a news conference that a navy 


frigate manned by volunteers and 
carrying himself or another cabinet 
minister would enter the test area if the 
French resume their tests next year. 


The future prime minister, the father 


of five children, does not fit the usual 
Labor mold of trade-union official or 
intellectual, but he is acceptable to both. 
Growing up in the Depression, when his 
father was out of work for two years, he 
left school at the age of 12 and went to 
work cleaning roof gutters for a paint- 
ing firm. 


Married at 20, he worked throughout 


New Zealand cutting scrub, acting as a 
railway fireman and converting autos 
into small trucks. 


He became the country's youngest 


mayor at 30 in the small town of Kaiapoi 
and moved into national politics in 1957 
with election to parliament. 


Just 11 months after taking the Labor 


party's helm, Kirk led the party in the 
1966 elections and again in 1969. Finally 
victorious, Kirk will be sworn in by the 
governor general on Dec. 5 after the 
counting of absentee ballots is 
completed.

Sylvia Porter 
Here's profile of 
the $15,000 family 


What does it take to get into the 


income bracket earning $15,000 or 
more a year? What characteristics do 
you share — the 12 million of you, or 
one out of every four families, who 
have reached this income level? 


What, in sum, would be a "profile" of 


the typical "supernumerary family" — 
one of the families with a surplus in- 
come each year (income over $15,000) 
totaling a cool $80 billion? 


We generally have three prime 


characteristics in common, according 
to statistics collected by economist 
Fabian Linden of The Conference 
Board: 


(1) You are more educated than the 


average American. 


While only 14 per cent of our nation's 


families are headed by an individual 
who holds a college degree, $2 out of 
every $5 of supernumerary income is 
earned by the family headed by a per- 
son with a college degree. Overall, 
these higher educated families make up 
nearly one-third of the $15,000-and-up 
fncome bracket. 


Most are high school graduates 


Similarly, families headed by high 


school graduates are far more likely to 
be in the supernumerary income 
bracket than those who did not 
graduate from high school. 


(2) You probably are in the 45 to 54 


age group or slightly older or slightly 
younger — but you are not in the age 
bracket under 35. 


The most affluent of all age groups is 


the family headed by a person 45 to 54; 
such families account for only 21 per 
cent of our population, but they get 26 
per cent of all income and a top-heavy 
35 per cent of all surplus income. 


Next in line is the family headed by a 


person age 35 to 44 with 25 per cent of 
the surplus income. 


Next is the family headed by a person 


55 to 64 with 20 per cent of such 
resources. 


Way down on the list is the family 


with the key wage earner under age 35. 
This family accounts for 28 per cent of 
our total population but only 12 per 
cent of total surplus income. 


(3) You live in the suburbs of a major 


metropolitan area and you're concen- 
trated in the Northeast. 


An overwhelming 57 per cent of all 


families living in major metropolitan 
areas live in the suburbs — and these 
families have command of no less than 
two-thirds of all the surplus income in 
the U. S. Among supernumerary 
families, one in four lives in the 
Northeast. In contrast, fewer than 18 
per cent live in the South of the U. S. 


A few more teasers: you're likely to 


be a family headed by a professional, 


technical or managerial worker. And 
you are likely to have no children or 
only one child. 


Marketing strategy 


With that as the profile of the upper 


income family, how do the marketing 
strategies of many businessmen shape 
up? 


They shape up all out of shape, that's 


how — for many of the strategies, 
ranging from advertising to packaging 
and labeling, are zeroed in on the least 
affluent of all age groups, the young 
who have the smallest amount of 
money to spend on luxuries and non 
necessities. 


Although the older, higher educated 


lamily holds the strings to a large part 
of the national purse, we are frequently 
downgraded or simply ignored. And 
that goes for industries ranging from 
clothing to sports equipment. 


And what are some of the trends? 
*Luxury spending is expected to rise 


at a yearly rate of 9'/z per cent, twice the 
anticipated growth of overall personal 
income in the U. S. The population of 
our upper-income brackets is slated to 
rise from today's 12 million (22 per cent 
of all families) to nearly 26 million (42 
per cent) by 1980. The upper income 
brackets, it is projected, will expand at 
five times the rate of our overall 
population during this decade. 


*By 1980, the pool of supernumerary 


income will rise from 14 to 23 per cent 
of total personal income. 


*Today's younger family will, of 


course, become tomorrow's luxury 
spenders as the family ages. 


*But the rate of growth in numbers 


who will be college educated will be far 
slower than the overall rate of growth 
in our affluent population — and thus 
larger and larger numbers without 
college degrees will nevertheless reach 
upper income status. 


This is truly a trend toward a more 


"mass" class society. It's already abun- 
dantly obvious as the earnings of blue- 
collar workers (carpenters, plumbers, 
assembly line workers, etc.) match and 
surpass the paychecks of the white- 
collar employe.
